Life of Tito 
Depicts Role 
Of Heretic 


(The Sierra Madre News 
plans as a regular feature 
to run reviews of new 
books in the local tibrory. 
The following review was 
written by Don Pope, a 
member of the Friends of 
the Library.) 


THE HERETIC. Tlie Life 
anti Times of Josip Broz — 
Tito. By Fifzroy Maclean. 

Tlie most important fact, 
particlai'ly to American read¬ 
ers, that is documented by 
Fitzroy Maclean in his 
knowledgeable biography of 
Marshal Tito is exprc.ssed by 
the title. 

Tito, in his defiance of 
Russian Communi.sm, is a 
heretic, not an unbeliever. 
Webster defines heresy as 
‘‘religious opinion oppo.sed to 
the authorized doctrinal 
.standards of any particular 
church, and tending to pro¬ 
mote .schism.” 

A.ssuming, as Maclean does, 
that Mar.xism is a .secular 
religion, the shoe fits. Tito 
was the supreme apostate 
from holy Ru.ssian Commu¬ 
nism. lie denied the First 
Commandment as in.scribed 
in blood by the prophet, Sta¬ 
lin: the one and only true 
gospel is propounded by the 
high priests of the Kremlin. 
Ru.ssia speaks, the foreign 
comrades genuflect and obey. 
There is only one road to the 
workers’ paradise . 

TITO SAID tliere were va¬ 
rious roads. He demanded 
.self-determination and stood 
before Goliath as a latter- 
day David. Goliatli sneered 
at the upstart. ‘‘1 will .shake 
my little finger," Stalin .said 
to Khrushchev, ‘‘and there 
will be no more Tito.” 

Well, Stalin is dead and 
dishonored. Khrushchev h.as 
lived long enough to visit 
Belgrade hat in hand. Tito- 
ism continues to be a very 
pricki.v luirr under tlie Rus¬ 
sian saddle. 

But through it all.Titowas 
and remains (according to 
hi.s own lights) a dedicated 
Communi.st. He is no Stalin; 
beside the oafish Khru.sh- 
chev he appears a pleasant
